Itepnblieans with an 
effort to get a direct vote of the senate 
on Waehlnirn'B motion. All Democrats 
save Hill and Irby, who were paired in 
favor of striking out one-eighth, slooil 
by the caucus agreement and voted 
against the motion. The Republicans 
also presented a solid front. Ijliay, ivho 
voted for the one-eighth when llio bill 
was in the senate, joined bis colleagues 
n the hope of beating tho bill by an in- 
lirect method. Three 1'opillists acted 
throughout with the Itepuhlicans. ¥ l n o 
;hair reappohltcd as conferees ^ oor- 
bees, Jones, Vest, Harris, Sherman, 
Allison and Alilricb. The senate, alter 
transacting routine business, adjourned 
till Jlomliiy. 
Some senators are of the opinion tliat 


the conference committee either will 
agree on a report within two or three 
days after tho sitting begins, or williin 
that time decide to report another dis- 
agreement. 
Tbe 
preponderance 
of 


opinion is that there will not he another 
report of disagreement, lor Unit means 
defeat o! the tariff bill.

very fully. H iii""1"1'1" that the llo- 
pnblican members of the committee 
will ask for an explanation ol many ol 
the changes.

mosphere of the eartu. 


The most benulilul feature ol the 


phenomenon, and that which waa seen 
by a large number ol Fresnoans who 
failed to see the bolide itself, was the 
train of luminous duEt left in the skj 
after the passage. The train was of a 
spiral form, closely resembling the vor- 
tex rings produced by the combustion 
of pliosphurcttod hydrogen, or the more 
familiar whirls ascending from a to- 
bacco pipe smoked in a room in wind: 
the air is still. The spiral was about 
twenty degrees in its longest diameter, 
and six degrees at the widest develop- 
ment ol the whirl: the trail of the 
ipirul itself was wider at some places 
than others, and resembled nothing sc 
much as a map of the Mississippi river.

It is well to remember that corpora- 


tions in themselves are a result of the 
necessity ol tbe age and civilization in 
which we live; they cannot ill principle 
be done awav with; and because there 
are corporations which have abused 
their powers and privileges is no more 
at argument against the principle ol in- 
corporation, than it is to say that be- 
cause some men abuse liberty all men 
should relinquish theirs. If corpora- 
tions of capital are strong and powerful, 
it is because they are by lira very fact of 
incorporation united solidly together 
Labor, which is but another form of 
capital, could be just as powerful and 
just as successful in all its just demands, 
il it wore to incorporate as incorporated 
capital. 
Mr. Mills points ont that it was along 


the lines marked out by him in the 
quotation given above, that Lord Hose- 
berrv settled the groat coa strike in 
Kngland, declaring "that there was a 
rate of wages below which a man could 
not live, and that a right to live was 
inherent." 
The insurance for aged workmen in 


Germany Mr. Mills instances as an- 
other example ol what can he and 
should bu done tor labor, and he says: 


"Uiemarck rcituircd thai tlio work- 


men, their employers and the govern- 
ment should each contribute to a fund 
to be controlled and disbursed by the 
government iUcll in tbe care ol thoeo 
who passed into age without tbe means 
of support and lo guarantee them 
against pauperism. Thus the labor 
unions of Germany became health, in- 
surance and endowment associations, 
performing for laboring men a most be- 
nevolent function." 


Mr Mills goes further and makes a 


definite suggestion as to the lines upon 
which tho adjustment of the differences 
between capital and labor should he 
made. On this point he flays: 


"Combine the English and tho Ger- 


man system with the addition of tbe 
right of action on the part of the labor 
corporations to compel tlio concession ol 
fair wages, and capital and labor may 
hope to co-oporatc peaceably in tie lu- 
ture. So man is lit to be trusted with 
absolute and irresponsible power over 
the lifeor the fortune of another. Cap- 
ital is not always directed by wisdom 
and benevolence; labor is not always 
directed by moderation and justice. At 
the foundation of all prosperity in every 
commonwealth lies the necessity tor 
harmonious relation between capital 
and labor, since it is by Ihe joint efforl 
lliat all wealth is created.' 
The truth of that view of the case 


cannot be gainsaid and both capital and 
labor can lose nothing and gain much 
by giving tlieir careful attention to what 
Mr; Mills has said. He expresses the 
opinion, EO ollen advocated by the Lx- 
iiress, that tho constitution and the re- 
public arc amply able to cope with the 
problem that confronts the nation and 
brings it to a satisfactory solution. It 
will need wise statesmanship, it is true
